A QUESTION PERPLEXING SOME 
PATRIOTIC MINDS. 


Shovivg Atkins to the Wall, and Giving McCay a 
Better Chance—Hew the Syndicate Covers Up 
Its Tracks When Unsuccessful— Partisan. 
ship in the Post-Office Department. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

Wasurnaton, June 7.—Colonel Farrow says 
that the judgeship contest may go on a 
month vet. He also says he means to stick 
to his friend Atkins to the last. A month 
ago the appointment of this gentleman was 
virtually determined on. He is now the pres- 
ident’s preference for the place. The weight 
of outside influence has been for Judge Me- 
Cay, and has had its effect. Attorney General 
Brewster has put his disapproval on the syn- 
dicate’s choice, and will do what he ean for 
Judge McCay's appointment. The strong 
Cameron influence has also been turned in 
his favor. The presence of Colonel 
Farrow and Judge Bigby indicates 
a hitch in their programme. 
They are trequently in consultation with Mr. 
Atkins, and have seen the president severa! 
times. Judge Bigby not long ago said he was 
not in the race, and I believe no formal 
appli¢ation has been made by him. Yet he 
is looked on as willing to serve his country on 
the district bench. It has been observed that 
the syndicate shifts its programme very neatly, 
Colonel Farrow was the chosen successor of 
Andrew Clark, but as the fight warmed on 
him he was withdrawn, and Walter Jobnson 
was taken frem his quiet retreat in the Colum- 
bus post-office and put in the hurly-burly of 
the noisiest office in Georgia. 

C. W. Seidell was picked out for the Bruns- 
wick collectorship, but for some untold reason 
went overboard and Colonel Farrow stepped 
into the custom house. Mr. Atkins has been 
considered the foreordained judge of the new 
circuit since the bill creating it passed. The 
syndicate has stood by him. But his appeint- 
ment seems very improbable now. Two other 
members of the syndicate are here, I would 
not be surprised to see either ‘take the cake,”’ 
after all. A candidate for the desirable oflice 
said to me to-night that he believed either 
Judge Bigby or Colonel Farrow would ‘'feel 
good’ if the place were tendered tohim. The 
Georgia delegation stands solidly and ac- 
tively for McCay, except Mr. Speer, 
who is friendly to Atkins, I believe. 
Judge Cunningham thinks the presidential 
mindis not tixed but considers his own 
chances good. He thinks a young, vigorous 
man ought to have the office. 

Mr. George 8S. Thomas has some good 
friends and influential ones at work in his be- 
half. He has done his party excellent service 
and has been rewarded less than he deserved. 
Mr. Darnell is looking at the political sky, 
probably trying to discover the new district 
attorneyship. Hecan expect little aid from 
the syndicate since his recent sharp quarrel 
with it. The Georgia politician has Etaene a 
familiar figure in Washington and the oftices 
ofthe new court are attracting national at- 
tention.- The stalwart organ, the Republi- 
can, has severely attacked Judge McCay 
asa ‘“‘Joe Brown man,’’ and declares his ap- 
pointment would bea cession ofthe patronage 
in Georgia toa “bourbon” senator. The Co- 
lumbus post-office had a hard time getting a 
nomination, and now acontest over Avnalt’s 
confirmation is probable. He is the syndi- 
cate’sman. Some of these office givers have 
been wanting the removal of Mr. Kerr Boyce, 
assistant postmaster at Augusta, but that 
matter will probably be left with thé post- 
master, and Mr. Boyce may be retained. As 
a general thing the blindest partisanship ex- 
hibited in any of the departments comes 
from that where efficient and honest men are 
most needed. Postmaster-General Howe ap- 
pears to be a figure head, and Frank Hatton 
bosses the entire concern with a stalwart rod. 
It isa dull day when a democrat hid off in 
some obscure office or crouched behind a 
clerk’s desk is hot hauled out and told that he 
stands in the way of the faithful. Since Bob 
Lincoln turned out the poor widow of Pickett 
who eclipsed the Balaklava charge at Gettys- 
burg, because her husband was a _ confederate 
soldier, we are prepared for anything. The 
listsare now about clean of all except those 
who are or profess to be stalwarts from ‘‘away 
up Bitter creek.”” Many of these are alarmed 
atthe prospect of short appropriations and 
consequent loss of their places.

LOCATING THE LOBBY. 


The Senate Discussing ite Infallibility Against 
Lebby Iafiuence. 

WasuineTton, June 9.—In the senate a bill 
was read by sections for amendment, and a 
long discussion ensued upon a proposition to 
equalize the salaries of house and senate em- 

loyes, by a reduction in the salaries of the 
atter. The proposition was agreed to—68 to 
3. Bills were introduced and referred as fol- 
lows: By Mr. Jonas, of Louisiana, supple- 
mentary to the act incorporating the Texas 
Pacific railroad company, and for other pur- 
p ses, and amendatory thereof. <A 
ill was passed providing for a_ settle- 
ment of accounts with the Mobile and 
Ohio railroad. Mr. VanWyck _intro- 
duced the following resolution: Resolved. 
That in considering the question: ‘Will 
the senate advise and consent to the nomina- 
tion of the persons named by the president to 
be members of the tariff commission, rule 66 
be suspended, so that said question shall be 
considered in an open session, and not with 
McMillan reserved all 
points of orderon the resolution, which was 
laid over till Monday. The senate soon after 
2 o'clock took up as unfinished business the 
Japanese indemnity fund bill. During the 
debate Mr. Morgan, in charge of the bill, con- 
strued an inquiry by Mr. Cockrell as an in- 
sinuation that he was interested in securing 
the payment of money to the 
Japanese through the hands of 
a third party. Hesaid that those to whom 
his character was known understood perfectly 


| well that he was not the pimp of any lobby, 


nor did he allow lobbyists to come and whis- 
er in his ear calumnies @gainst his col- 
eaaibes. He would have regarded the in- 
quiry as an insult had he not known that the 
senator who propownded it was indulging 
in a suspicion that was unworthy of 
him. Mr. Morgan then explained that this 
suspicion had been tongued repeatedly in de- 
bate; that he had inquired into it and 
had even gone to -—icthe Japanese 
minister to find whether there 
was any grounds for it, and was satisfied there 
was none. He had no doubt that the lobby- 
ists had been at work, but he charged that 
they were those who had cetermined that 
none of the money should be paid to Japan 
unless they had a hand in it, and unless 
riders were put uponthe bill. Mr. Cockrell 
disclaimed having imputed any impropriety 
to Mr. Morgan, and expressed surprise that 
the senator should become so exceedingly 
sensitive when asked a Jegislative and perti- 
nent question. He explained that his inquiry 
had been based upona statement made to 
him by a reputable gentleman that 
an attorney in Washington’ had _ been 
employed by Japan to represent that govern- 
ment in connection with this legislation. He 
did not complain of this, but if a reputable 
gentleman had been employed he was dis- 
posed to regard the bill more favorably on 
that account. Mr. Morgan said the charge de 
affairs of the Japanese government was the 
only representative of that government of 
whom he had knowledge in the premises. 
Mr. Sherman thought that whether attorneys 
were employed or not entirely immaterial. 
He believed there was no deliberative body 
in the world freer from lobby influence than 
the senate of the United States, and when 
ontside influences were introduced there 
effect was almost invariably t injure the 
cause they espoused. He then discussed the 
merits of the bill, urging that the subject be 
ultimately disposed of in some positive man- 
ner. After further remarks by Messrs. Maxey, 
Bayard aad Windom, the bill was laid aside 
without action, and the senate, at 4:20, after 
a short executive session, adjourned until 


Monday. 
THE HOUSE ON THE PENSIONS. 

Immediately after the reading of the jour- 
nal, the house went into committee 
of the whole (Mr. Robinson, of Mas- 
sachusetts in the chair) on the legisla- 
tive, executive and judicial appropriation 
bill, all general debate being limited to an 
hourand a half. Mr. Joyce, of Vermont, 
confined his remarks to a‘considergtion of the 
pension policy of the government, advecating 
a system of pensioning those men who were 
disabled in the military and naval service of 
the United States, and opposing any proposi- 
tion to repeal the arrears of pensions act. 
After finishing consideration of 40 of the 100 

ages of the bill, the committee rose. Mr. 
Ro inson, of New York, presented the sad 
tion of Siptimania R. Meekleham, asking 
that the remains of Thomas Jefferson be re- 
moved from Virginia to Washington for inter- 
ment, and that a monument be there erected 
tohis memory. Referred. The house at 4:30 
took recess until 7:50, the evening session to 
be for the consideration of the pension bills. 


THE ELECTION CONTESTS. 


The Committee Busily Engaged in Manufacturing 
Vacancies. ‘ 


WasHINGTON, June 9.—The sub-committee 
of the house committce on elections having 
in charge the South Carolina contested elec- 
tion case of Small against Tillman, has de- 
cided that Tillman, the sitting member, was 
not elected. The status of Small’s claim has 
not yet been fully determined. The sub- 
committee expect to report this case to the 
full committee at the regular meeting on 
Tuesday next. The concluding arguments 
in the South Carolina contested case of Lee 
against Richardson will be heard by the sec- 
ond sub-committee to-morrow. On Monday 
next the first sub-committee will hear the 
final arguments in the Alabama contesi of 
Stroback against Herbert. one 

The house committee on the judiciary this 
morning authorized Representative Hun- 
phrey, of Wisconsin, to report to the house 
a bili to establish a uniform system of bank- 
ruptcy, and to have it made the special order 
for an early day in December. 

In the star route trials to-day, ex-Attorney 
General MacVeagh was the first witnes$ call- 
ed, but as his testimony to-day related to 
Rerdell’s confession, objection was made that 
at present, at least, his testimony was inad- 
missable, and he left the stand. Other wit- 
nesses were put upon the stand to identify 
documents and testify as tothe methods in 
the post-office department. A great deal of 
time was taken up in iegal sparring, in which 
the counsel for the defense have proved them- 
selves able to hold their own.

BOURKE’S BLOOD. 


A PROMINENT IRISH LANDLORD 
KILLED. 


How the Victim Came to His Death—Th- Shooting of 
Melody— Protest of the Irish Judges Against the 
Repression Bill- Fears for the Khedive’s 
Personal Safety—Garibaldi’s Burial.

Lonpon, June 9.—Walter M. Bourke, a Gal- 
way landlord, residing at Rahasahue, was shot 


dead while returningfrom Gort. His escort 
soldier was also killed. The murder occurred 
at Ardrahan, seven miles north of Gort. 
Bourke was riding in front of his dragoon 


Bourke was a magistfaie and son of the late 
crown solicitor for Mayo. He was a bar- 


rister by profession, and had amassed a for- 
tune in India. He possessed two estates in 


Ireland, one at Curraleagh, and another at 
tahassane. He had several disputes with 
tenants, and recentiy left London to carry 
out evictions. He took an active part in 
the prosecution of Father Conway some 
yeers since. A few monthsago he entered 
the church at Cararo, armed with a repeat- 
ing rifle, while mass was celebrating. The 
priest ordered him to leave and he escaped by 
aside door to avoid mobbing. Bourke was 
nota relative of the late Under-Secretary 
Bourke. Gort bears the’ reputation of being 
one of the worst places in Ireland for rent dis- 
putes. The news of the murder of Bourke in 
Galway created a profound sensation in the 
commens. Parnell and other Irish members 
expressed regret at the assassination. They 
stated that the land league organization 
of Gort district ceased siX months ago. Men 
were seen leaving the scene of the murder 
immediately after the shooting. Bourke 
informed the authorities that he knew 
he would beshot. When the news of Bourke’s 
murder reached London his brother went into 
the lobby of the house of commons and ac- 
cused Parnell and Biggar of being the cause 
thereof. 
HOW THE ASSASSINATION TOOK PLACE, 

Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Lonpon, June 9.—The bullet that killed Mr. 
Bourke entered his head behind the left ear. 
The dragoon who was escorting him received 


three shots, one behind the right ear, another 
through the right arm and side, penetrating 
his heart, and the third through the wrist of 
his right band. One person saw the assas- 
sins, but cannot identify them. Of the three 
men arrested one is named Martin Keeneand 
two others are named Holland: One of the 
latter is an evicted tenant. The 
soldier’s ritile and Bourke’s sixteen repeater 
were stolea by the murdere vs. The Dublin 
Gazette to-day contains a proclamation offer- 
ing a reward of £2,000 for information leading 
to the arrest and conviction of the murderers, 
and £1,000 for private information leading to 
the sameresult; also a free pardon and special 
protection toany one not the actual murderer 
who shall give like information. A further 
reward of £500 i¢ offered for information 
leading to tne arrest and conviction of any 
one harboring or sheltering the murderers. 

Davies’s castle, near Mallaw, county Cork, 
was destroyed by fire last night. The fire was 
incendiary. The inquestin the case of Melody, 
who was shot during the disturbance Between 
the people and the constabulary;has been con- 
cluded. Out of a jury of twenty-one persons, 
fifteen returned a verdict that death was 
caused by a gun shot wound inflicted by the 
[rish constabulary. The jury expressed sym- 

athy for tbe relatives of Melody, and recom- 
mended that the government compensate 
them. In consequence of the statement of 
Mr, Gladstone in the house of commons that 
he has received mo remonstrance from the 
Irish judges against the abdaageer of the re- 
pression bill, the judges held a pri- 
vate meeting and passed resolutions 
protesting agains trials being held by 
a commission of three judges without juries. 
In order to avoid further misapprehension 
the judges forwarded the resolutions to the 
official residence of Mr. Gladstone. In the 
event of the bill passing with its obnoxious 
yrovisions, Baron Fitzgerald will resign. It 
is generally understood that when the bill 
passes, William Johnson, attorney general for 
freland, will be raised to the bench. 
CONCERNING GENERAL GARIBALDI. 

Romer, Jane 9.—The girls of the municipal 
school made a funeral wreath, which Prince 
Leopold Torlonia will present at Caprera. In 
gold letters on the ribbons attached to the 
wreath are the words, ‘‘To the immortal Gar- 
ibaldi, June, 1882." Garibaldi died with the 
window of his apartment. wide open, and 
while the sun was setting. Before his last 
agony, a bird alighted on the window sill, 
where it remained twittering. Garibaldi saw 
it and stammered ‘‘quanto e allegro’”’ (how 
joyfulitis). It is ramored that sooner or 
later the body of Garibaldi will be brought to 
Rome. There will be a procession in honor 
of the deceased Sunday. It is said again that 
the body will be buried on the summit of 
the Janiculum hill, where the remains of 
many Italian patriots, shot by Austrians, are 
buried. Garibaldi presented his sword to an 
Englishman after the Tyrolese war. It is 
stated that his family will ask the possessor to 
return itin order to offer it to the munici- 

ality. Colonel Chambers, according to a 

ondon dispatch, has offered to return to the 
family Garibaldi’s sword and the flag Gari- 
baldi had at Montevideo. A dispatch says 
that 1,000 Italians met last evening in the 
hall of the Grand Orient and adopted resolu- 
tions thanking the chamber of deputies, the 
municipal council and the republican press 
for the sympathy displayed at Garidaldi’s 
death.

The Times’ correspondent at Cairo, com- 
menting on the current surmises as to the 
personal danger of the khedive, says: ‘Every 
day we hear of the pe A ggg of the 
humbler enemies of Arabi Pasha, and of 
atrocities which recall the inguisition. Un- 
less the khedive can be induced to go to 
Alexandria, Europe may have to deplore a 
crime for which England and France will be 
considered responsible.’’ The correspondent 
of the Times -at Constantinople telegraphs 
that in consequence of the recent threats of 
the military party against the khedive, Lord 
Dufferin, British ambassador, has suggested 
to Said Pasha, the minister of foreign affairs, 
that Davirch Pasha be instructed to at once 
take measures to secure the safety of the khe- 
dive. 

A dispatch to the Times from Paris states 
that the chamber of deputies, by a vote of 46 
to 66, has declared urgency for the proposeal to 
debar senators and deputies from acting as di- 
rectors of companies.

Raids on American Thaber by Canadians—Oondition 
and Grievances of the Indians. 

St. Paut. Minn., June 9.—A special from 
Red Lake reservation to The Pioneer Press 
says: <A party of Red Lake Chippewa hunt- 
ers have returned from their spring hunt on 
the Rainy river, and report that a party 
of Canadians, with a number of British Chip- 
pewas, were, and have been, lumbering on 
the American side, on land belonging to the 
Red lake reserve. These hunters, who are re- 
liable Indians, state that no less than one 
thousand pine logs are on the bank of Rainy 
river, and that atug had been vigorously at 
work hauling them over to the Canadian side. 
Large quantities of cedar posts have been 
cut and are now awaiting a speedy trans- 
fer over the river. The lumbering camp 
seems to be in an isolated place, and would 
have never been discovered had it not been a 
choice place for muskrats, where these In- 
dians repair every spring for their hunt, 
They have utterly riddled one cedar swamp, 
converting it into ties and posts. Parties here | 
who were there at the time of the former 
trouble with lumbermen and their whisky, 
during Major Runee’s. time, state that the 
pine is of the first quality, accessible to the 
river, and that there is no better cedar in | 
Minnesota. It keeps these Indians busy in 
watching the maneuvering of greedy lumber- 
men.

A person need 
only go to the very margin of the reserve 
at any point of its boundary to hear the lum- 
berman’s ax. These Indians did hope that 
the government would do something for them 
last winter. The majority. especially the 
younger class, are desirous of a change to8 
good agricultural spot. The Red Lake Indians 
have always had the name of being the most 
peaceful and industrious of all the bands. It 
has been conceded to them by the govern- 
ment inspectors, and it is strange to them 
how the government can leave them so help- 
less, especially since their treaty, which ran 
out three years ago.- All that the fifteen hun- 
dred here have to depend upon is their hus- 
bandry, pushing the majority thereby inio 
the hunt for their sustenance. Their annuity, 
which is a gratuity, consists chiefly in three 
feet blankets, and these never arrive until a 
time when they areof little use to them. 

St. Paut, Minn., June 9.—A dispatch has 
been received from Captain P. E. Bennett, 
Seventh infantry, in command at Fort Sisse- 
ton, stating that thirty-five lodges of Indians 
are encamped within three miles of the fort, 
They are reported out of food and their chil- 
dren crying for baead. The men express 
themselves willing to work, and some of thein 
are already employed in hauling government 
stores from Webster, Dakota. The agent, Mr. 
Cressy, sent word by the Indian police for 
these parties to return to their agency, but 
they seemed disinclined to do so, as they say 
there is no food for thein there. The captain 
has engaged to exert all his influence to se- 
cure food and employment for these creatures, 
and is awaiting instructions from General 
Terry.

CAPTURING THE HIGHWAYMEN. 


Arrest of the Brookfield Robbers—Ranning Down the 
Texan Train Robbers. 

Kansas Crtry, Mo., June 9.—The Brookfield 
bank robbers, four in number, were surround- 
ed in the woods, about thirteen miles north- 
west of Kirksville, at 6 o’clock this morning. 
and finding resistance to be useless surren- 
dered. They were taken to Kirksville, and 
from there were to be taken to Brookfield at 2 
p. m. under heavy guard. Two of the prison- 
ers are recognized as Fox and Morris, the 
othertwo will not give their names. The 
friends of the robbers are congregated at 
Kirksville, and say that the prisoners shall 
not be taken to Brookfield. A fight is looked 
for. 

Dawuas, Texas, June 9.—Itis learned from the 
most reliable sources that another of the train 
robbers was overtaken by the posse and killed 
and buried about eighteen miles from the 
scene of the attempt to rob the Missouri Pa- 
cific train. The fourth rober is at large, but 
is now believed to be in Texas. The one 
killed and the one who escaped are among the 
must noted highwaymen in the United States, 
but members of the posse refuse to give their 
name to the public. The intention to rob the 
Missouri Pacific was discovered three weeks ago 
by Deputy United States Marshal Tom 
Gerin, and on his advice, with the urgent 
request of Superintendent H. H. Kel- 
ler, guards were constantly kept on wateh 
on all passenger, mail and _ express 
trains. On May 23d the robbers letindod to 
rob the. south-bound train four miles from 
Dayton By mistake they stopped a freight 
train. Seeing their error they fled. On last 
Monday night they planned to _ rob 
the south-bound train at Argyle. The traip 

vas so late the attempt was avandoned. Mr. 
Gerin was in the mail car when the robbery 
was attempted. Parties who are posted es- 
sert that he fired the shot that killed the only 
train robber ever disposed of in the direct 
act of his lawlessness. It is understood the 
mail and express companies are going to 
promptly reward him. Joseph Carter, who 
surrendered, is an uncle to Charles Carter, 
the member of the same gang who was con- 
victed of robbing a store on Red river and 
sent to the penitentiary before he could be 
tried for his Bass gang robberies. He is now 
at large, having escaped from the peniten- 
tiary a few months ago.

A DUEL BETWEEN WOMEN, 


Fighting te Peath on Account ofa Young Man’s Love. 

LumsBerton, N. C., June 9.—Fuller details 
have been received of the fatal fight between 
two women of St. Paul’s township. They met 
by appointment to settle their differences, 
and the struggle between them must have 
been a terrible one. Jane McKellar and Fran- 
ces McNair were both young and were both 
rivals for the love of a young man of the 
neighborhood. The man in the case seems to 
have courted them both. Atall events both 
of the girls were dead in love with him and 
had set their hearts upon winning him. 
For a long time there had 
been a bad feeling between them. They 
avoided each other as much as possible, but at 
last their hatred overcame them and they 
quarreled openly. During the past few days 
hostile messages had paseed between the two 
women, the exact tenor of which has not 
leaked out, although important and sensa- 
tional developments are louked for before the 
officers gets through with theaffair. At any 
rate they agreed to fight it out, and met on 
Friday e¢vening in a secluded dell, not far 
from the main road, and began to settle the 
trouble between themselves. 

Jane McKellar was the larger and more 
muscular, though her antagonist, while spare, 
was lithe and quick of motion. They fought 
each other like tigers, and finally Jane Me- 
Kellar sueceeded in throwing her small but 
plucky opponent and with her heavy knee 
pressed in the stomach of the prostrate wo- 
man, grasped her by the throat with the fury | 
of a tigress and well nigh choked her life | 
from ber. Finally, by a last terrible effort, 
Frances McNalr, who had been wriggling upon 
the ground like a serpent in agony, gave a 
sudden twist of the body, forcing her an- 
tagonist to lose her seat and fall sideways to 
the ground. Before she eould recover herself 
Frances got on her feet, drew a bowie knife, 
plunged itinto the heart of Jane McKellar, 
who died with one gasp.

His lips were 
drawn closely together, and the left side of 
his face was slightly drawn on account of the 
absorbent cotton with which his mouth was 
filled. He stood fora moment on the plat- 
form erect, and looked over the crowd. His 
eyes were clear, but there was.adrawn fixed 
looked in them that betokened weariness and 
pain. tle suddenly raised his hand to his 
hat, half-lifted it from his head as if tosalute 
the crowd, then dropped his hand and caught 
the railing and began to descend the steps. 

AMONG HIS PEOPLE ONCE MORE. 

As he started down the steps a dozen hands 
were raised to assist him. 

‘‘Never mind,” said Ben Hill, Jr; ‘‘he can 
make hisown way. Just give him ropm!”’ 

‘‘Make way for Mr. Hill,’”’ cried Mr. Porter, 
and as if by magic the urgent crowd fell 
back. 

The senator descended the steps carefully, 
shook hands with Dr. Ridley and Mr. Thomp- 
son; and started to his carriage. His look was 
so fixed and his face so firmly set, evidently 
in the effort to preserve his self-control, that 
it might have been thought he had no sight 
for what wasabouthim. However, after he had 
passed the representative of Tue ConstITUTION, 
who was standing at the car steps, he turned, 
reached his arm back of Dr, Ridley, and 
catching his hand pressed it warmly. 

By this time he was fairly in the crowd. 
Turning his head from one side to the other, 
with the same wearied and fixed look in his 
eyes, he quietly lifted his hat and walked 
through the sea of faces. Instantly every 
head was uncovered.

As 
he put out his band the tears rolled down his 
face and he could not speak. They grasped 
hands and Mr. Hill entered the carriage.

Dr. Wnght, 
who has been with Mr. Hill from first to last, 
took the second carriage. 

“Go ahead, driver,” said Mr, ——, “and 
drive in a walk all the way.”’ 

The carriage started. For a hundred yards 
it went through almost svlid masses of peo- 
ple. There was no undue curiosity, no press- 
ing, no confusion. It was just simply a peo- 
ple, standing in the shadow of a great sorrow 
—silent, sympathetjc, profound. 

Frem first to last Mr. Hill never opened his 
lips. When he was fairly seated in his car- 
riage, his face for the first time lost its fixed 
look, the steadfast eyes closed, and raising his 
hand to his face, the senator brushed away 
the tears that had gathered in them. 

That’s all there was about it! But never 
since Atlanta was a forest was a grander trib- 
ute of love, sympathy and confidence paid to 
any man. 

INCIDENTS OF THE JOURNEY, 

‘‘The journey from Eureka Springs is quite 
a serious undertaking for even a well man,’’ 
said Ben Hiil, Jr., ‘“‘but father stood#t much 
better than we thought he possibly could.” 

It appears that Mr. Hill has never lost his 
spirits, while he understands thoroughly the 
gravity of his condition. At Seligman, the 
end of the wagon journey of twenty-six 
miles, which took over six hours, Mr. Hill 
turned bouyantly toa friend, who was also 
quite sick, and said: , 

‘Let's have a wrestle. I can throw you 
down fora hat. Weare not in the cemetery 
yet by any means. I can beat Ben here, in a 
foot-race tot hat depot.”’ 

At another station, while the physician was 
preparing to help Mr. Hill from the car, the 
senator stepped out briskly and walked to- 
wards the other train. : 

“Why, our patient -has left us,’ said Dr. 
Wright, hurrying after him. 

The greatest kindness was shown to Mr, 
Hill all along the route, and the greatest 
interest felt in the distinguished invalid. At 
Dalton a large crowd of people came in 
the car to see Mr. Hill, and he was very 
much affected and excited. Seeing this his 
son ordered the porter to keep the door closed 
at all succeeding stations. Mr. Hill heard 
this and said:

A Bey Lynched in Minneseta—Doetor shet by alu 
natie—A Negre Lynched. 

PowHATTAN, Va., June 9.—Armestead Gray, 
colored, was hanged at noon to-day at Pow- 
hatta:: court honse, forthe murder of Lincoln 
Gray, hisown son, @ lad of fourteen years.

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A Pleasant Trip Through the Pine Poresis—The 
Amount of Lumber Shipped—The North Georgia 
Yellow Pine in Floyd and Polk Ceunties. 
Rockmart, 1 aplorsville and Judkins., 


From the Cedartown, Ga., Advertiser, 

I have spent a pleasant week through the 
pine forests. My object was, asl intim ated, 
to learn something in regatd to the lumber 
interest of Polk county: ‘I first thonght that 
I could find out the amount of lumber ship- 
ped and cash brought into the county from 
that source, but found it would be almost im- 
possible to do this since there are over thirty 
saw millsin Polk of various capaeities, and 
having been shown a map of the yellow pine 
forests of north Georgia, which are mostly 


confined to the counties of Polk and Floyd, 
by the Messrs. Rogers brothers who are doing 
a heavy business in the lumber trade near 
the corner of the three counties. I have 
concluded to give you a statement of 
their o erations during the iast three 
months from which you may draw some idea 
of the extent of the lumber trade in these 
counties. This map is from the department 
of interior at Washington, D.C. It exhibits 
fifty millions feet of long leaf yellow pine 
timber standing in Polk county, and twenty 
millions in Floyd. Messrs. Rogers’s mills cut 
from the first of January to the first of May, 
1882, 1,435,000 feet of lumber, 1,340,000 shin- 
gles, 900,000 laths, and made 30,000 bushels of 
charcoal from the laps. The mill employs 
about 120 bands The saw mill is about 70 
horse power, and the shingle mill about 25 
horse power. They have about seven miles 
of railroad, engine, cars, ete. 

Nearly every district in Polk county is 
dotted over by saw mills, sut particularly the 
Fish creek district. To locate by the road 
side on the Euharlee and see the stream of 
lumber swell like a great water course from 
its tributaries would convince you at once of 
the magnitude and value of the lumber trade 
in Polk. ‘The benefits arising from that trade 
is notonly immense, butit affords labora 
handsome reward and adds much to the gen- 
eral prosperity of our county. The thirty 
saw mills of Polk employ about 1,050 hands 
per day, eight months in the year, amounting 
in money paid to hands about $174,000 per 
annum,

I found Rockmart upon my first visit there 
to be a beautiful village of about 550 inhabi- 
tants, three churches, one flourishing school, 
fifteen or twenty business houses, two black- 
sinith shops, two hotels and a stable worth 
mention, in theinterest of the Georgia chemi- 
calcompany, dimensions 200 by 60 feet, 44 
stalls, 7 six-mule teams, and wagons hauling 
16 tons of copper ore per day. I then visited 
the slate quarries. The slate beneath the 
nobs in that vicinity appears to be in solid 
mass from the water level to the height of a 
hundred feet. There were three works going 
on, the Ellis Davis & Co., the Jones 
quarry and the Hood quarry, all of 
which it is thought would yield fifty 
thousand squares per annum, worth from five 
to six dollars per square. A few minutes 
winding down the beautiful Euharlee upon 
the narrow gauge carried me to Taylorsville, 
which is surrounded on all sides by fine lands 
and well-to-do farmers.

JUDKINS’S MILL,

which takesits rise at the base of the moun- 
tain near Mr. James Young's in Young dis- 
trict. The mill is an overshot of about 50 
horse power, and a capacity of three or four 
hundred bushels per dag and is one of the best 
flouring mills of its capacity in north Georgia. 
The sudden fall of about thirteen feet would 
enable one, by the construction of a cemented 
stone dam so as to utilize the entire current. 
of the creek, to erect a mill of the capacity of 
from six hundred to one thousand bushels 
per day, and I have long regarded it as one of 
the best investments at its selling value in 
Polk county. 


Homicide or Murder.

Oa last Thursday afternoon Coroner A. B. 
Shilling received a note informing him thata 
colored woman named Adeline Johnson had 
come to her death on the plantation of Mr. 
Barnett Holleman, in the eastern portion of 
Houston county, under circumstances that 
rendered it desirable for an inquest to be held. 
Mr. Shilling could not go, and sent a request 
that a justic: of the peace be called upon to 
act as coroner. Mr. W. 8S. King summoned a 
jury Friday morning and held an inquest over 
the dead body. The woman, Adeline, was 
working with Enoch Hughs, and it was in 
evidence that Enoch had been in the habit 
of severely beating and whipping Adeline, 
in which he was aided by his wife, Harriet 
Hughs. Jt was found that the deceased had 
teen beaten just before her death, and such 
evidence was adduced that the following ver- 
dict was rendered: ‘‘We, the jury, chosen 
and sworn i evidence produced, find that 
Adeline Johnson came to her death on 
Wednesday, the 3ist of May, 1882, by stran- 
gulation and blows from the bands of Enoch 
Hugbs and his wife, Harriet Hughs.’’ Signed 
by W.S. King, acting coroner, and twelve 
jurymen. A warrant was issued for the ar- 
rest of Enoch Hughs and Harriet Hughs, on 
the charge of murder, and they are now in 
jail at Perry. 
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Bitter Milk Day.

Just about this timeevery year, many of our 
citizens have to cemplain of their milk being 
bitter, and the butter too, as far as that is 
concerned.

The Live Stock Journal says it can be avoid- 
ed, first by correcting errors in feeding; sec- 
ondly by scaiding thé milk when it is drawn, 
by setting it in pansover a kettle of boiling 
water till the skim which forms on its top is 
well wrinkled, and then setting it away for 
cream torise. This treatment will drive ont 
the cause of the bitter flayor, and improve 
the butter and make it easy to-charn. We 
would suggest as a sure remedy, that.a day be

THE CONGRESSIONAL SOAKERS. 


An Itemized Account of Bome of the Liquers and Ci 
gare Used at Yerktewn. 

Special to the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
WasHIneton, June 6.—The exposure of thé 
Yorktown debauch made in these dispatches 
some days ago was verified when the bills 
were called for during the consideration of 
the deficiency bill. The bill for wines, liq- 
uors and cigars was made with unblushing 
particularity and apeeeres approved by Sena- 
tor Johnson and paid. The managers of the 
affair had worked it very shrewdly. They had 
id all the questionable bills out of the $40,- 
”) appropriation for the expenses of the cen- 
tennial, and left such expenditures to be 
met in the deficiency bill as they knew Con- 
ss would be obliged to meet. Thus the 
whisky bills had been paid while the hotel 
bills and other legitimate expenses ef the 
French and German visitors had been saved 
to present as the deficiency. In this way the 
deficit was run up to over $32,000. The items 
thatactually caused the delictency should 
never have been incurred and for the most 
part had little relevancy to the entertainment 
of the descendants of LaFayettte and Von 


Steuben. Itcameaboutin this way: There 
was not the slightest trace of the 
BOASTED HOSPITALITY OF VIRGINIA 
at the celebration. Virginia was represented 
by a solitary lunch basket. To make a show 
of entertainment, Senator Johnston opened a 
large hotel on the commission boat and ran 
it regardless of expense during the cele- 
bration. For the four days the boat 
lay there it was thronged with the invited 
uests of the Virginia Senator chiefly. 
Some 500 a ge were fed at a long table 
that groaned with all the luxuries that 
money could procure. <A free bar, well 
stocked, was run below day and night, where 
the best of wines and cigars were dealt out for 
the asking. The president and cabinet,and the 
French and German guests were never on 
board this boat. Of those who were there, 
less than one hundred could, by any possible 
construction of the invitation, have been 
considered legitimately guests of the commis- 
sion. They were some fifteen or twenty gov- 
ernors of states and their families, and many 
of these came with ample appropriations 
from their states to pay all their bills. It was 
the reckless effort to conceal the absence of 
means of entertainment by the state of Vir- 
ginia thac mulcted the government out of 
over $30,000 for the benetit of the junketers.

GUITEAU RELIES ON ARTHUR, 


im. 

Wasuincton. June 7.—In the criminal 
court before Judge Wylie, Colonel Reed, 
Guiteau’s counsel, presented to-day a peti- 
tion similar to the one recently denied by the 
court in general term, asking that the record 
of the tria] be so amended as to show that the 
late President Garfield died in New Jersey 
and notin the District of Columbia. Mr. 

-eed said that he was pressed tor time, as 
Guiteau was under sentence of death to be 
executed June 30, and he had 
other motions in view which necessitated a 
clean record, 

Judge Wylie inquired of Mr. Reed what he 

rasexpected to do. | 

Mr. Reed replied that he wanted a correct 
record. It was simply a motion to modify 
the existing record. 

The district attorney said this same motion 
had been made before the court in general 
term, but Mr. Reed indignantly denied this, 
and asked Mr. Corkhill if he was prepared to 
deny his right to have this correction made, 
when he knew that it could do the govern- 
ment no earthly harm, and that, if denied, it 
would greatly embarrass him in his further 
proceedings. He citeda number of authori- 
ties in support of his motion, and appealed to 
the court in the name of his poor client, who 
sat looking upon the gallows, to amend the 
record, which he denounced as a lie. a 

After hearing some of these authorities 
read, and frequently interrupting the speaker 
to point out their oon icability, Judge 
Wylie said he was compelled to deny this 
motion. He did not question the power of 
the courts to correct it record, but it was not 
for him, sitting in another term and having 


no personal knowledga@of the record, to un- 


dertake to amend it. A general verdict was 
in the indict- 


based upon the good counts 1 
ment, the court, in passing sentence, shutting 
its eyes to the vicious counts. 

Mr. Reed argued further in support of his 
motion, claiming that Mr. Davidge, in the 
course of the trial, had conceded his right to 
have this record corrected, but the court held 
that the matter excepted to was wholly imma- 
terial, and he should be compelled to deny 
the motion. Mr. Reed said he was glad to be 
able to say that this did not cut him off, it 
only embarrassed him. He was glad the court 
had decided that it had the power to grant his 
motion, even though it had refused to do so. 
It proved the correctness of his position. . Mr. 
Reed then, after several sarcastic allusions to 
the district attorney, thanked the court for 
the hearing granted him, and the court took 
up the star route cases. 

Guiteau received with outward composure 
the announcement of the failure of the last 
effort of his counsel to secure a rehearing of 
his case. He proceeded to denounce the 
court in bane as cowards and cranks, and said 
God had revealed to him that he _Wwas to be 
taken care of. God, he said, works through 
human sgencies, and President Arthur is to 
be the agent to save him if mecessary. Mr. 
Reed has not yet given up the case. He con- 
templates further action, but declines to an- 
nounce its nature beforehand.

They can do nothing else but ‘‘stick.’’ But 
when Mr. Stephens is nominated on a plat- 
form that denounces; their cause, they must 
oppose him, and when they do, he will lead 
the democracy of every district to victory. 

These suggest ions involve no moral reason 
why democrats should support Mr. Stephens, 
They are only warnings. It is our beliefthat 
if Mr. Stephens is beaten in the convention 
Felton and Speer will both be re-elected, and 
that Judge Hook will carry the eighth. If 
the democratic party cares to take these 
chances, at the call of an inflamed and dicta- 
torial clique, we have no objections to offer. 
We can stand it if the state can. 

THE TARIFF ‘COMMISSION. 

The president has faithfully adhered to the 
programme of delay in making up the com- 
mission of nine. The commission was devised 
for the purpose ot gaining time. The monopo- 
lists want an extension of their privileges, and 
the politicians on either side want to put the 
settlementof the tariff question beyond the 
next presidential election. What the mo- 
nopolists and political managers wanted has 
been very fully granted, and the people can 
whistle for relief. 

If there ever was any good in the plan of 
sending tariff reform to a commission for in- 
vestigation, for facts and figures and useful 
recommenéations, it has been eliminated by 
the nature of the commission that the presi- 
dent has nominated. With the possible ex- 
ception of young Mr. Porter, not one of the 
nine has given the subject any considerable 
attention, and it is much to be doubted 
whether a majority of them can furnish on 
short notice intelligent reasons for any stray 
convictions they may entertain relative to 
custom house matters. Edward Atkinson on 
the one W 


hand and David A. Wells on the 
other were put aside to make room for Am- 
bler-and the Lone Fisherman. But delay 
was all that was desired by those in contro 
of affairs, and the new commissioners will 
doubtless be able to supply as much of that 
article as congress can be induced to accept. 

The commission does not contain a known 
free-trader or revenue reformer. Ex-Governor 
Phelps is said to favor reform, but it is very 
uncertain whether he does or not, and if so, 
t what extent. He was born in Connecticut, 
and is nearly seventy years of age, and no 
very great amount of work will be done by 
him one way or the other. Judge Underwood 
openly declares that his particular mission in 
the commission will consist in an effort to re- 
duce internal taxation. Ascongress expressly 
confined the commission to a consideration of 
the tariff, the learned Rome judge doubtless 
means that he will strive first, last and always 
to maintain the present scale ot du- 
ties in order that the system 
of internal taxation may be abolished, 
or at least largely reduced. In a word, the 
commission to a man is beyond all doubt 
packed in favor of protection. 

Packed as it is, and made up as it is of men 
who have never made the subject a study ex- 
cept in the way of serving special interests, it 
will command the respect of no one, and its 
conclusions will go the way of. congressional 
documents generally—into the waste basket. 
The country will not await with eager interest 
the judgment of Mr. Kenner as to duties on 
sugars, or of Mr. Oliver in relation to iron. 
The one makes sugar and the other makes 
iron, while Messrs. Hayes, Porter and 
Garland are salaried officials of high tariff as- 
sociations. These five men constitute a ma- 
jority of the commission, and there is no evi- 
dence at hand that the four other members 
are not practically of their way of thinking. 
Mr. Arthur’s commission is very much like 
his entire administration, in the respect that 
that it serves, not the people, but those who 
presume to speak for and override the peop'e. 
It will have no weight whatever in the subse- 
quent tariff proceedings of congress. Its 
members will meet and continue to meet and 
draw ten dollarsa day, and that will be the 
end of it. 

THE CLAYTON-BULWER TREATY. 

Poor old Mr. Frelinghuysen, who wanders 
up and down in the state department ina 
sort of ghastly conftsion, has been engaged 
in a correspondence with the noble lords and 
‘vents’ of the British government in regard 
to the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. We have fre- 
quently had occasion to speak jghtly of the 
diplomatic feats of this vete an pump, but 
there is no doubt he has had a . ery hard time 
of it, with respect to this particular business. 
In the first place, poor old Mr. Frelinghuysen 
went into office ignorant, not only of techni- 
cal diplomacy, but ignorant also of that 
larger and surer kind which plants itself upon 
the American spirit—the dignity of a proud 
and powerful republic. Mr. Frelinghuysen 
knew nothing then and knows nothing now 
of this American spirit. His whole life !ias 
been devoted to securing office at the iunds 


of a hide-bound, thin-ribbe! c nstitu- 
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But what answer did he make? He came 


ency, and he cares nothing for the dignity 
of the government or for the standing 
of the republic abroad. In addition to these 
capital defects, he has been compelled, in 
obedience to the demands of the ruling fac- 
tion which started out to bring the Garfield 
administration into disrepute at home and 
abroad, to make an attempt to reverse the 
foreign policy of that administration. The 
attempt at reversal was successful so far as the 
Chilian business is concerned, and the far- 
sighted Britons are now reaping a harvest in 
consequence of the spoliation of Peru. But 
.the attempt to reverse the policy in regard to 
the isthmus canal which Mr. Blaine had the 
honor of formulating, poor old Mr. Freling- 
huysen has not been at all successful. 

In point of fact, after.a vast deal of corres- 
pondence, the men who have been using 
poor old Mr. Frelinghuysen, are now com- 
pelled, after humiliating the country in 
various directions, to begin negotiations 
precisely where Mr. Blaine teft them off, and, 
to judge from the symptoms which are mani- 
festing themselves in the organs, that policy 
will finaliy be carried through precisely as the 
Garfield administration proposed it should be. 
The contrast between their present position 
and the strictures upon what they were 
pleased to term the spread-eagleism of Mr. 
Blaine is altogether gorgeous. They foolishly 
identified Mr. Blaine, with a distinctively 
American policy and proceeded to belittle the 
latter because Mr. Garfield's secretary seized 
an opportunity to give it expression. 

This policy, stated briefly and from a com- 
mon sense point of view, is simply this—tat 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, which establishes 
a sort of copartnership between this country 
and Great Britain in matters pertaining to 
the welfare of the American continent, is ob- 
solete—dead, not only by reason of the 
fact that there is no canal or other 
work over which the two _ countries 
are called upon to exercise a joint protecto- 
rate, but because the American republic has 
outgrown even the necessity of such a treaty; 
that the United States are amply able to take 
care of themselves; that if there is any canal 
built across the isthmus, this republic is pow- 
erful enough to guarantee the neutrality of 
the same—powerful enough to look after its 
own interests in the matter and the interests 
of foreign powers. All this, as a matter of 
course, is not very satisfactory to the British 
statesmen, who have been led by their expe 
rience with the samples we send them to 
regard the American people asa nation of 
flunkeys; nevertheless, it is the American 
policy, and, as such, it will supersede the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty; it would supersede it 
if the treaty were now in operation, 

There is no further need for poor old Mr. 
Frelinghuysen to carry on his labored corres- 
pondence with the noble lords and “‘gents’’ of 
England. Thenecessity for the unrestricted 
jurisdiction of the United States over any 
canal that may be cut across the isthmus will 
supersede all treaties; and the principle that 
lies behind it will not be resisted by England 


REDUCTION OF POSTAGE. 

Senator Davis, of West Virginia, offered 
last Tuesday a regolution requesting the com- 
mittee on post-offices and post roads to report 
upon the expediency of reducing both news- 
paper and letter postage. He stated in sup- 
port of his resolution that he had information 
that the post-office department will in the 
next fiscal year be ‘‘at least two millions more 
than self-sustaining,’’ and he _ therefore 
thought this a good time to provide the peo- 
ple with lower rates of postage. Senator 
Ferry spoke for the committee. He said in 
substance that the committee had the 
subject under consideration, and that 
he thought the committee would not differ 
from the West Virginia senator on the qués- 
tion of the rates of postage. Senator Maxey, 
of the committe, however, was full of doubts. 
It was a great and difficult question—one not 
easy of solution in the Senator’s able mind. 
He thought he might favor two-cent letter 
postage, but he gave no intimation that he 
would do much for second class matter. 
‘Great dailies will,” he said, ‘‘be benefitted 
by the reduction of newspaper postage; but 
the country papers, all things considered, 
will not be.” This is probably as broad a 
view of the matter as the senator is willing or 
perhaps able to take. He fails to see that the 
tax which congress spitefully levied on news: 
papers, is a tax on intelligence, which the con- 
sumer pays in one form or another. If the 
subscription price is not enhanced by it as is 
the case in numerous instances, the quality 
of the taxed journals is depreciated by it. 
Like all other taxes and ‘expenses it is borne 
by the consumer. The men who read news- 
papers are more deeply interested ia newspa- 
per postage than the publishers even of what 
the learned Maxey calls ‘‘the great dailies.’’ 


THE steamed Macon Telegraph argues that some 
of. our recent interrogatories addressed to that jour- 
nal are impertinent. Ah, well—they may seem 80 
at first glance, but they are not impertinent; they 
are merely searching.

The stockholders in this city are more than wil- 
ling to pay the assessments as called, believing that 
there is no investment better than the road itself, 
and prefering it should belong to the stockholders 
rather than be heavily bonded. 


Death of the King of Pickpeckets. 

New York, June 9.—James Dolan, alias Fatty 
Dolan, known to the detective force as the ‘‘king of 
pickpockets,’’ has just died of heart disease in Sing 
Sing prison. Dolan was born in the sixth ward 
abuut forty-two years ago, and his boast was that 
he could pick a pocket as well sitting down, erect 
or standing on his head. During the Paris exposi- 
tion he and ‘‘Red Leaiy”’ were arrested by M. Ve- 
bert, the then chief of the Parisian detective force. 
Dolan, who, while stealing, wore b:ue spectacles, 
contended at the trial that he was « professor in an 
American institute, and tbat he had visited Europe 
to consult oculists regarding his eyes.

the Officiais Decline te Talk. 

The interview in yesterday’s CoNsTITUTION 
with Hon. Frank P. Rice, discussing the new 
Belt road was the leading theme for the curb- 
stone orators yesterday and for the leading 
business men of the city, too, for that matter. 
On every hand there were expressions of great 
rejoicing at the probability of the early abate- 
ment of the greatest and most intolerable nui- 
sance the city of Atlanta has ever experi- 
enced, and that that abatement is really to be 
had there seems now to be no doubt. 

Said a well known business man of the city: 
“T had rather have that three miles of road 
than to own any fifty miles leading into 
Atlanta.”’ 

“Why?” asked a by-stander. 

‘Because it is bound to be a paying invest- 
ment. This switching of trains in the city, 
the ringing of bells and blockading the streets 
must inevitably cease by and by. The town 
is growing, the people are becoming more 
energetic and wide awake, and will not sub- 
mit to it. There will be some _ hook 
or crook to get out of it, 
and then the railroads will be in a 
bad fix. Now, you see, the Richmond and 
Danville will haye this track, which is to be 
built for their own use, and then the other 
roads will pay a good rate or build for them- 
selves. The building avill be the biggest ex- 
pense.”’ 

“But is there no doubt about this belt 

“None whatever. Mr. Rice was employed 
by the vice-president of the Georgia Pacific to 
buy the right-of-way, and you see by THE 
Constitution this’ morning what he has 
done. Then, I have just had 
a talk with a gentleman who 
is in position to know all the details, and he 
assures me that work will be begun just as 
soon as the right of way has been secured from 
the Richmond and Danville to the Georgia 
Pacitic. There is no wax in this talk, but real 
gum.
